Sends in Caustic Letter
of Resignation

CHARGES OF FAVORITISM

HARRISAURG, Aug. 11

State Mighway Commissioner Frank B
Plnek t-day announced that he han placed
hig reslgnntion In the hands of Gowvernor
Brumbaugh at the request of the Gavernos,
effec §ve August 18, Commissioner Black's
appointment Is eredited to Myermlale, Som-
ereat County, hin home, und he was before
appointement as highway commissioner a
member of the State Commission of Agricul.
ture, He bhecame highway commliasioner by
appointment of Governor Brumbaugh July
6. 1816,

Binok's letter to the Governor, which wis
forwarded to Wayne, Malne, follnws:

“I wish to acknowledge receipt of your
letter of the 24 instant, in which you re-
quest my resignntton as Highway Commis-
sloner of Pennsylvania, effective August 15,

“In defense of myself and my friends
generally throughout the State, T feel |t
my duty to make the following staterment:

“The reasons as set forth In your letter,
crpecinlly those pertalning to tha munner
of olling roads, are #o ridlculously small
and Insignificant, that they are not worthy
uf a reply.

“As for your other reasons pertaining
to the matter of leglalition would siy that
you have on file In your office complote re-
porte of all legislation affecting the high-
wiy department, and a reference to thess
will show our suggestions as o what (o
do with the game, You had full knowledge
of all billa affecting this department be-
fore taking any nction,

1 nlwo presented to you a detailed state-
ment of the policy of the depurtment In
the distribution of all funds to which you
now take exception. 1 want to say that
I intend publishing this list, as prepared,
and let the public be the judge whether
I um right ar wWrong. Your coritlcism of
this method of procedure ls not well taken,
ne you touch It in too small & way., Tt
14 a proposition that affects the entire State,
wnd the peopla are certainly entitled 1o
know what disposition (8 being moade of
the money approprinted to this department,

“As you requested, this statement was
presented to you befora being glven out
for publication, and, Innsmuch as you djs-
upproved of the enmo and 1 did not allow
it 1o be published, [ certainly cannot see
that T have been unfalr tv yvou and any
criticlsm ws ta censorship certainly must
rest with you.

“The polley of the department as to the
distritution of 1te funds has bean pnnounded
from time to time, a8 you know, and s wel|
known to the public, that policy being that
the money would be divided equitably and
thiut ench county would get I8 just pro-
jrartlon

"I giather from your letter that you do
not de<ire to treat the counties falrly and
evidontly wish the money pareeled out to
favorites The fact that many countles
have offered to meet the State on a ‘Afty-
fitiy* in the construction of State
highway routes s an Indleation that the
State Highway Department has the confl-
dence of the public, and If the money ap-
propriated iw to be used for political purs
poses It will subject the department to end-
less eriticlsm and will be a crime for which
you and your political advisers will have
to anewer. Hinee | have been in oMice thera
has been no mystery connected with the
Highwiny Department, and Its work has
been known to you as well as to the public
goenerally.

“The way I look st this proposition Is
that all the statements made by you are
matde with n view of heclouding the real
Iasue  for requesting my resignation, It
hag besn my alm to run the department
along business Jines Instead of being used
ns i palitlcil asset,

“1 have refused consistently, as {5 well
knawn hoth to yvourself wnd Your closs
political asociates, to turn the department
inte a politieal machine, At your own
personil order, contrary to the judement
and advies of the department, T appointed
four wsuporintendents whose appolntments
ware Insisted upon by you smolely for no-
litieal reasons, to take the place of men of
experienee, and In each caso thess ap-
pointest very soon reallzed thelr inability
to handle the work and res'ened volun-
turily, which slmply Hustrates what it would
maun If the wark of the department were
handled wlong political lines.

“Continuous efforts have been made dip-
ing my admiinisteation te foree changes
and removale for politleal reagons, the
practice of whidh T could not countenance
Surh methods tend to completely demornlize
any organigation; cunnot help but cause
financlal lows in hundling work, becnuse of
constantly chunging Ineffective and ineffi-
vient personnel. and in this way the des
partment must lose the confldence of the
taxpaying public.

"Inasmuch ns every Indleation puints to
the fact that it Is your fdea that the work
of the highway department should be hane
dled along political lines, without regard
to the publlo's interests It affords me great
pleasure to tender my resignation, wifective
August 16, am T do not eare to be aguo.

A rich harvest of gold has been the res.
ward of neutrality In the great war, With
out’ exceplion the trading courntr|es *hlﬂ.l
have remained neutrgl have all greagly
incrensed thelr holdingwm of ‘gold.

Tho most coneplovous exampld (s Hollan,
whose gold holdings—nearly $250,000,000—
have Increused 200 per cent. The United
States added to her gold stock unt)) whe
now has approximately $2.000,000,000 In
gold, n greater amount than any single
nation ever held In the history of the
worid. Since this country's entrancs Inta
tha war, gold has still continued 1o
on because war participation has not dj. .
mininhed the abllity of the United Etatay
to sell vast quantities of supplies.

Japan s a fighting nation whicy has
profited from the war., Her holdings of
nearly $£200.000,000 in gold represent an jn.
erease of 38 por cent over what they wers
In 1914,

Germany has fared well 8o far as golq
In concerned. Despite the heavy drains upon
her exchequer she has bésn able (o kaap
her gold supply Intact by reas'n of her
isolation and Inabllity to trade with the
outside world to any large extent. Ger-
many's gold holdings are anproximataly
£500.000,000, representing a decrease of hut
I per cent since tha war began. Austria,
however., hax lont 49 per eent of her hold.
ings and Turkey 60 per cent.

Swedon's gold holdings have Increassd g9
per cent on necount of the war and now
amotint to $50,000,000, while Norway's gold
holdings stand at a point 63 per cent above
the pre-war figure, Spaln's gold supply hag
increased 96 per cent, to $300.000.000 ; Swii.
zerland’s has Increased 83 per cent to §53,
fion.nno. and Denmark’'s 60 per cent, ta
£50,000.000, Even South America's holdings
have Increased B per oent.

England has maintained a tradition apd
has been the banker of the world In the
war. In puying the bills of many of her
allies her gold supply hasg fallen off 45 par
cent, The Bank of England now lholds hut
$260.000,000 of the metal, France has lost
11 per cent and still has a gold supply of
approximately $1,000,0000,000.  Italy has
lost @ por cent of her gold and now hge
about 200,000,000,

This Influx of gold to the neutral couns
tries has not been an unmixed hlessing.
In every Instance an era of high commodity
prices has accompanied the gold Influx, In
aceordance with the anclent economio law,
which sends prices soaring In the presence
of a plentiful gupply of the yellow medium.
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
